The number of villages is selected chosen from 
each stratum. It is determined by the ratio of the Haryana’s total population to the district's total population. If 
the total population of all Haryana in strata is 25% of the total population, then 5 villages from that stratum have 
been chosen. It has also been assured that at least 5 communities from each stratum of Haryana are chosen.

According to Pawan and Deen, (2021), 
the government of the Hisar district should now focus 
on the above-discussed issues and try to solve them as 
early as possible. It is very important to solve these 
issues otherwise it will affect the overall development 
of the Hisar district.

Conclusion and recommendations 

It has been observed that the Hisar district is socially 
developed because of its progress in economy, 
technology, and society.

These issues need to be solved otherwise 
the development of the Hisar district will not be 
occurred. Hisar district is a socially developed district 
because of its infrastructure, policies, schemes, 
education, and progress of women.

Hisar district can also 
provide many policies to reduce unemployment.

Young generations should also be 
provided with proper training thus, they will get a job. 
They can also increase their skills to get a job. It is 
recommended that the Hisar district should also focus 
on environmental awareness. 
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
